Tbe Bribery Investigation. 


WAflHDtaTOH, Oat. 16. 
When asked 
this morning whether he had anything to 
say in reference to the affidavits published 
this morning. In connection with tbe Star 
Route jury bribery affair, Merrlck said that 
In bis own opinion it was beneath tbe dig- 
nity of tbe Government's consel to engage 
In a newscaper discussion of the matter at 
this time. The whole subject was nnder 
Investigation and in two or three days be 
expected tbe special counsel would make 
a report. [Meanwhile any attempt to fore- 
stall public opinion would be unsuccessful. 
Without d >ubt attempts, bad been made 
with more or lees success to foist upon the 
Governme it the services of corrupt men 
with tbe otject ot damaging their case. It 
was a circumstance .worthy of remark that 
every one >f the jury whom It Is alleged 
were corruptly approached voted for tbe 
acquittal of come of tbedefendants. Some 
time ago when Fall's disloyalty was Brat 
discovered tbe District Attorney was ad- 
vised by letter of the circumstances by the 
Government counsel and his prosecution 
recommended.
